1IOW TO SEND MjAIL 
TO TROOPS IN ITALY 


Hon. Humphrey Mitchell an¬ 
nounces that two new trade 
training courses have recently 
lieen approved by the Depart¬ 
ment of Labour. 

At the Teachers’ Training 
Collcg e at Hamilton courses 
ar e being given to about SO 
men who will be trained as in¬ 
structors and will be available 
for trade training of members 
of the Armed Forces after dis¬ 
charge. Nearly all of the 30 are 
themselves veterans, and are 
qualified mechanics in one or 
other (if the trades. 

While the Dominion Govern¬ 
ment meets the entire cost of 
the course, it is being carried 
out in co-operation with the pro 
vince of Ontario. 

Through arrangements be¬ 
tween the Department of Lab¬ 
our and provincial authorities 
a series of courses wlil be 
given during the present winter 
season at which instruction 
will be in cheese and butter 
making and as dairy men. Each 
course will run for about 3 
months. Already two courses 
are und&r way, on e at Guelph,

It is expected 
that over 300 persons will be 
trained at these courses during 
this winter.
